SCHOOL REPORT 


For the School Year, ending March 1, 1896. 


There has been six full terms in the past year, of ten weeks 
each, divided as follows: 

The spring term in district No. 5 was taught by Miss Jen- 
nie F. Veasey, who has taught several terms previous with 
excellent success. This term was no exception. The schol- 
ars learned well, making as great progress as could be ex- 
pected by the most radical critics for children of their age. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Gracie M. Mann. She 
was a young and inexperienced teacher, but, greatly to the 
pleasure of the committee and parents, she showed the tact 
and scholarship of those far her senior. Her school was 
small, but up to the average of those who have occupied 
these desks in years past. Miss Mann’s success secured for 
her the winter term, and gave adequate results. We take

pleasure in récommending her to any town as one of the 
best in her grade. | 

The spring term in district No. 6 was taught by Miss Belle 
M. Fox, it being her first term. Miss Fox had a great facul- 
ty of imparting herknowledge to her pupils in such a man- 
ner as to have them thoroughly understand and BEBE ehend 
her instruction. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Marion Howe. She is a 
good teacher, being able to manage and tutor children to 
their advantage. Both the committee and parents of that 
district were wel] pleased with Miss Howe’s ability. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Jennie F. Veazey, it 
being her third term in this district, and seventh in town. 
She met with her usual success. This is the leading school 
in numberand age, and several per cent higher in grade than 
for years past. 

There has been no action taken by the committee relative 
to the unoccupied school houses. The No.5 house needed 
some very extensive repairs, and the No. 6 quitea few. Mon- 
ey was voted to be raised for these repairs, and was expend- 
ed according to the committee’s report.
